Wilmot to aonie forward and sub- 
stantiate it. But, though Sir R Wilmot 
waa perfectly ready to lubrait lo thii en- 
quiry, tbe committee felt that such a 
coarse wu open to grave objection., end 
would establish a precedent of a dangerous 
tendency ; that the Council bad no power 
of .ym mooing witnesses or (naming 
them on oath ; that the ttatempDit made 
might not oniy affect th. pcrsonsicharactti 
Mir Eardley Wilmot, but that of third 
oertitij and they were, therefore, of 
opinion, that it was not expedient 
to enter inti such Inquiry.

ASU1RAL LOHD~DUNt>OMALD. 

Loan DuanoaiLii hat reached a stage of 
fate which few man live to gain. He 
baa survived illutage, persecution, and 
neglect; the tardy justice which death 
usually insures even to the most helpless 
victim of calumny baa not been conceded 
to the civil extinction which has been hit 
hapless lot. Had he sunk under hi. suf- 
ferings, tbe due tribute would doubtless 
have been paid lo one of England's 
oieatut sailor. , but obscurity and degra- 
dation were not powerful enough to tain 
the tide of popular feeling, or to attract 
the consideration of the world, and tbe 
very self approval which hat supported 
his strength and protracted bit day I has, 
at the same time, damaged his fortune, 
and impeded hit return lo fame. He baa 
been forgotten, without being lighted 
the gtneratiun which talked of his deeds 
and witnessed his sufferings has paased 
away^ and to the majority of our readers 
it it probable that the following illustra- 
tions of past timet will tell a story almost 
a. ttreoge as it neortsariiy must be 
striking. 

We m tut not presume that many people 
require to be reminded that in luul Lord 
Cochrane, being then a commander in the 
navy and in charge of a little brig of 14 
four-pounder guru with 51 men, encoun- 
tered a Spanish frigate of SIPmeniod 
S2 heavy guns, captured her, and carried 
her off ; bnt perhaps it may not be so 
welt known that an act of pare generality 
aa hit part neutralized tbe merits 
of the raploit, and bud the foun- 
dation of that obloquy which he 
afterwards experienced. Id corrr.rxiud- 
ence with the then first Lord of lh* Ad- 
miralty, he earnestly pressed that his 
brave lieutenant might share in tbe pro- 
motion which bad beta accorded to him- 
self, and when it was replied that two 
officers could not be advanced far to 
'rifling aa affair, be pointed out the fact 
that in this trifling affair more men had 
fallen than fell in tbe flagihip at a late 
famoui action, of which, notwithstand- 
ing, every officer bad received a step. 
This odious comparison placed him on tbe 
black list of (be Amiralty for life, and 
list oonaeqwDoe. or the remark extended 
evenlo lie luckless inbordlnato whose 
cause he wan pleading. People io the 
preatnt day will hardly be able to credit 
toe fate of this honest Usutsaant.

returned lo Ibe Admiralty, who expressed 
their " turpriu and regret'' at the little 
mistake, and left him uncompensated for 
tbe put and unemployed for the future to 
the end of his days ! 

At length, after a change of Ministry, 
bnt even l hen only by the influence nf a 
powerful friend, were Lord Cochrane 's no- j 
torloni abilities once more admit lad to 
opportunity of exertion. In a bed 
frigate he wat tent to the eatt coast of 
Spain, where with hii crew of SSO men 
he gave employment to 10,000 of the 
enemy, Uniting to the enterprise of a 
Peterborough the .kill of a Nelson, he 
alarmed the whole coast from Carthagena 
to Barcelona i landed boats crews to de- 
fend cast lea and storm forts , attacked 
division, of the French army on their 
march ; blew up their roads and inter- 
cepted their convoys ; and on one occa- 
sion actually com pr I led Dubeime to 
abandon the whole of his artillery aad 
field ammunition. The capture a? the 
Scheldt Heel by the French cavalry wat 
hardly a more extraordinary exploit. Yet 
with all these proofs of power, and with 
the undoubted reputation of being the 
most daring officer now remaining to the 
nation, be never bad a pennant, save his 
own, p laced under hit command. He bad 
not only affronted the Admiralty, but be 
bad alarmed the OovernmeaL He was a 
reformer, which, in those days, meant a 
desperado. He dared to speak In the 
House npon naval abuses, U denounce 
practices which have tinea baaa indig- 
nantly exploded, to demand for the poor 
seaman comforts which hare since been 
freely granted, and to express gcnersl 
Iruths which, though they are now con- 
sidered as mom. of nature, were (ben 
held to be suggestion, of the Devil, 
f amass kabvit aa com*. He was more 
feared by the English Government than 
even by the French, and ibe Admiralty 
gladly rejected his talents to discourage 
hit principles. A time, however, came 
wheu they had no choice. Dii jserieWasa 
adetmi, uscstha a/ftM swpsroisJ po*yk*ri. 

Things looked bad for England in 1809. 
The convention of Cinlra had demolished 
the credit of Vimiero I Lefebra had 
crushed CaaLanos and obliterated the me- 
of Bay ten; Sit John Moore had 
fallen at Corunoa ; Joseph was again ia 
Madrid, Lance, in Saragossa, and bWt in 
Oporto, A blow waa nttsawary to revive 
the hope i of the country, and it was re - 
solved to strike a bold one. In the 
Buque-roadi lay a Feruch squadron of 
ten tail-of.the-line and seven frigates, 
intended for the West Indies, to relieve 
their own colonies and to threaten oura. 
These were to be destroyed ; hot aa they 
were protected by land fortificationi of 
tremendous strength, and by ahoals and 
shallows of the utmost danger, it was not 
a service for every political favourite. 
" I am sore," tay t thii veteran hero, in a 
memorial of hit servicer just published, 
which bat suggested these remarks, " that 
had any other officer been found who did 
not despair of the success of tbe enter- 
prise,, I should not have been ap- 
pointed." He received, however, this 
compulsory compliment, betook himself to 
Rut nt tort, aad in ibe dead of a dark and 
tempeitnoui night, led the desperate attack, 
steering with his own hand Ibe leading 
fires hip, charged to the brim with 1500 
barrels of powder and 400 shells, through 
the ceffifceh irate d tire of a thousand guns. 
Had he been duly supported, aot a ship of 
the enemy's could have escaped. At it 
wat, rive were destroyed by hit own almost 
unaided frigate, and the projected 
expedition wholly demolished. Hia 
rewards for winning a victory and 
complaining of his Admiral were tbe 
Order of the Bath and five years' exclu- 
sion from employment i till at last, in 
1814, he was nominated -flag-captain by 
hia uncle, and waa proceeding to change 
the character of the American war when 
the event took place which gave hia ene- 
mies a final and effectual triumph. 

On the Slat of February, I B14, at the 
very moment when Napoleon, after rout- 
ing the a I lie J at Monlereaa, wat foaming 
and fretting at Surrillc over hit unpro- 
ductive victory, a stranger dressed like a 
French officer appeared at Dover, an- 
nouncing that be bore news of the death 
of the Emperor and the downfall of Paris, 
and from Dover he proceeded to London 
in a post-chaise and four. The Stock 
Exchange waa in a fever i Omnium rose 
from 17 to 3.1, and half-a-millian of 
money changed bands. In the afternoon 
the hoax was discovered, and amongst its 
alleged contrivers waa afterwards prose- 
cuted the hero of the Basque - roads. Tbe 
prisonen were all found guilty, and Lard 
Cochrane was condemned to nee a fine of 
^irjoo.tob.atrippwdof vT* 
deprived of hia rank, and imprisoned for 
twelve months in a common gaol. This 
of coorae, finally concluded his career in hit 
owa country's service, and after amusing 
for a while hia active spirit in the Mctt 
World, where be founded one empire and 
(wo republics, he has devoted his energies 
to procure the revision of hit sentence and 
the restoration of hit character. That • 
convicted person should accuse tbe Judge 
and impugn tbe verdict ia to common an 
occurrence as hatdly of itself to excite 
attention. Bnt it is undeniably true that 
tbe whole tenor of Lord Dundoneld't pre- 
vious and subsequent life baa spoken foe 
his innocence. He has been incessant in 
hit applications for further inquiry. 
He has consUolly kept Uk cast 
before Government. And though some 
twenty yean after (he sentence be re- 
ceived a free pardon, with the restoration 
of hit rank, yet he never acquiesced ia 
thii instalment of justice, but dcmaasM 
reKigatton than a silent 
He naked for a revision, 
of hit sentence, and it 
■till more anxious to reclaim hia good 
name than to recover his fair debit. It it 
clear, too, that at the moment of the lu 
quiry he wat in the highest degree ob- 
noxious (O (ha Government, and the au- 
thorities of 1814 were lew 
than tbe aatoaritici of 1647. Mo't will 
our readers be unlikely to remember that 
the deed which was visited with thii 
felon's doom, even if actually eomfflittcd, 
might well seem less than capital in the 
eyes of the present generation. Haw 
many hundred uuaaclwai of hat Oeto 
ber twelvemonth, in Capel-conrt, involve*! 
twice the turpitude and entailed twenty 



At thii moment, alter the lapse or 
three -and -thirty years of disgrace, is Lord 
Dnodoasld still entreating an opportunity 
of riudioaUng hit honour. Tbe chief 
witnesses against him 
convicted of crimes ulteily deatructife of 
(heir lettinwny. Bien at the tune, Mr. 
Ponsonby, Mr. Whit bread, Lord Wharn- 
clifft, and others, acknowledged their dii- 
belief of hit guih ; and their sentiments 
have been echoed and adopted by the 
latest and moat popular historian of t 
eventful dayi. But Lord Dan 
recompense need not ytt be left to the 
historian. He it still alive to hear the re- 
versal of hit own sentence, and the con- 
viction, of a repentant nation. King 
William IV. begun the work in restoring 
to (he navy its greatest ornament, a step 
which all approved, but which was either 
clear injustice or most imperfect justice. 
No lapse of years can destroy the expe- 
diency of the Inquiry prayed for, since, 
at bis lordship most truly asserted In the 
memorial he vainly addrttt.il to the late 
Ministry, " Time cannot, indeed, add to 
the justice of the verdict, if just It wat| 
but it most aggravate its injustice, if jaat 
it wat mtV*
